GAGE-2, which is the amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO: 27, and encoded by SEQ ID 
NO: 14, and HLA-Cw6, as set forth in "7". The response is made with traverse. 

The specification makes clear that GAGE-2 through GAGE-6 are closely related. Note, 
e.g., figures 4 and S. Classification for each sequence is precisely the same. The examiner 
alleges that non co-extensive searches would be required, but provides no evidence to support 
this. There is no reason not to consider the invention as a whole.
